D0zo, should not be passed by without more 
discussion than it has yet received. If the 
action of Judge CaRpozo, or that of Judges 
SUTHERLAND and CLERKE is to be accepted as 
legal and proper, then we have entered upon 
@ very different condition of things from 
what has hitherto been understood to exist. 

Judge Carpozo in what he said on ad- 
journing the case, has given to the public 
the motive for his course. But while the 
Judge is entitled to all credit for his desire 
to save a child from evil influences, it must 
be borne in mind that however praiseworthy 
such a desire may be, it does not warrant 
him in overstepping the bounds of legal ac- 
tion. Judges are set to administer the law. 
When they have doné that, their duties are 
ended. 

Now, to take Judge Carpozo’s statement 
of what he has done: He was desirous of 
saving this child from an evil life, and he 
was satisfied that these two women had aid- 
ed their sister in thwarting this purpose. 
He also learned that they were keeping a 
house of ill-fame. He thereupon exercised 
his power as a Magistrate, and issued war- 
ranta,.as he says, “for their arrest to answer 
these criminal charges.” Whether this has 
been a uniform course of action on Judge 
Carpozo’s part in similar cases, has nothing 
to do with the legality of his action in 
this case—and assuming that his action 
thus far was strictly legal, what is there 
in the case which. would warrant the 
taking of any different course with the case 
of these women, than is taken in the case of 
any other woman who is held to answer such 
acharge? They were only “ held to answer.” 
They were therefore, according to the rule 
of law, held to be innocent ; for they had not 
yet been proved tobe guilty. Yet we find 
that these two women were imprisoned from 
the 7th to the 12th of May under this charge, 
without any examination . or any 
steps being taken toward an examination. 
The question arises at once, whether that is 
the usual course of proceeding in the case of 
parties accused of crime. If it is not, what 
excuse is proffered for taking an unusual 
course in this case f 

But it is stated that when an application 
was made to Judge Carpozo for an investi- 
gation into the matter, he notified Mr. Town- 
SEND, the lawyer wlio appeared for the 
women, that if he took up the case 
he would “make a personal enemy of 
him (the Judge) for life.” If this be so, it 
geems to us that Judge Carpozo has been 
guilty not only of a violation of the rights, 
which these women, even if they were the 
worst ihn New-York, are entitled to as well as 
if they were the best. The worst of crim- 
inals are entitled to have legal counsel, and 
to have their cases brought before the Courts 
to be dealt with according to due process of 
law ; and for a Judge to threaten a lawyer 
with personal hostility, simply because he 
proposes to assert and defend the rights of a 
person who is accused, is an act of oppres- 
sion which ought to be a ground of impeach- 
ment, ifitisnot. — 

But not only was that action of Judge 
Carpozo’s, fif such was his action,) an 
act of oppression toward these accused per- 
sons, but if was an assaulé upon the 
Bar, which they will not do well 
to pass by in silence. If, in addition to the 
difficulties which judicial favoritism alrea- 
dy throws in the way of the practice of the 
legal profession in this City, lawyers are to 
be exposed to threats of personal hostility 
from the Judges if they take up this case or 
that, or, appear to defend the rights of this 
man or that, the practice of tlie law will be 
a very different thing from what it has been.

Our Minister te Spain. 

General D. E. Sicktzs has been appointed 
Minister to Spain, to succeed Hon. Jonx P. 
Hatz, whose resignation, to’ take effect on 
the 1st of July, has been accepted. The ap- 
pointment elicits strong approval in some 
quarters, and quite as strong censure in oth- 
ers. The General’s qualification for the posi- 
tion is universally conceded. He served the 
country during the war with fidelity and en- 
ergy, and made fewer mistakes, perhaps, than 
any other volunteer officer. Though he had 
been all his life an ardent and thorough- 
going political partisan, he abandoned all 
connection with politics, and neither made a 
political speech nor wrote a political letter 
till the close of the war,—thus completely 
silencing in his own case the suspicion that 
he entered the service] for the sake of 
political preferment. Though originally a 
Democrat, with very strong Southern pro- 
clivities, upon the outbreak of the rebellion 
he gave his support to the Union Party and 
the Administration which that party had 
placed in power, and has ever since been a 
zealous and effective Republican. He is an 
able lawyer, has had large experience in 
public affairs, and will be an adroit and skill- 
ful diplomatist. He was at one time United 
States Secretary of Legation while Mr.

Our news from England to-day gives fur- 
ther evidence of the feeling that has been stirred 
up there by the new discussion on the Alabama 
Claims. If the English had waited till our Gov- 
enment, through its accredited representatives, 
had assumed new ground after the rejection of 
the Johnson-Clarendon Treaty, they might at 
least have saved themselves a great deal of hot 
blood. 


The Courts are taking serious action re- 
garding the delinquencies of our railroad and 
telegraph companies. The other day we noticed 
the fact that, in a Court in this City, an indi- 
vidual had recovered damages ¢o the extent of 


his behalf, awarding him damages to the extent 
of $10,000. Both of these just verdicts will greatly 
gratify. the public, who have long been accus- 
tomed to suffering grievous wrongs at the hands 
of telegraph and railroad companies. As a rule, 
the sufferers have borne these wrongs as well as 
they could, choking down their feelings of com- 
plaint, and despairing of any remédy. On one 
side were great corporations with plenty of cap- 
ital which they were willing to spend in legal 
conflict rather than consent in any case to give 
redress to the injured party ; and people have 
generally felt the hopelessness of entering into a 
struggle with these corporations. If you lost by 
them, you could do nothing but pocket the loss ; 
and if your remonstrance brought you insult, 
what could you do but'swallow it?
